This is a decision on the PETITION FILED UNDER 37 CFR 1.144 filed on February 12, 
2010. 

The Examiner required a restriction between Group I, claims 1,3-4 and 8-9, drawn to a 
precipitated calcium carbonates and filler for loading paper; Group II, claim 2 drawn to a 
method of .producing precipitated calcium carbonate and Group III, claims 6-7 drawn to 
a loaded paper. 

Applicants in their response filed October 15, 2009, admitted lack of a patentable 
distinction between the claims of Group I and those of Group II and on the basis of that 
admission, requested rejoinder of the claims of Group I and III. 

The Examiner made the restriction requirement final in the Office Action of February 2, 
201 0, stating that Applicants' election of October 1 5, 2009 was without traverse. 

In view of Applicants' admission a restriction should not be maintained between Groups 
I and III. 

DECISION 

The petition is GRANTED.
